Mexican Revenues. 

Senor Iturbide, Minister of the Mexican Treasu- 
ry, issued a letter on the 13th of May, setting forth 
the grievous necessity for money to prosecute the 
war with the United States, and calling upon the 
clergy for funds for this purpose. He tells the 
Archbishop that the Government has appropriated 
all revenues which were mortgaged, suspending 
without exception al] payments to its creditors ; that 
it withheld a fourth part of the salaries of all its em- 
ployees; that all classes were called upon to make 
sacrifices, and the clergy must not be exempt. By 
mortgaged revenues, we suppose reference is had 
to the immense number of estates in Mexico upon 
which the priests hold mortgages. These mortga- 
ges are obtained in this way. When a landholder 
or a gentleman of property is about to die, he is at- 
tended by the priest, and no matter what his course 
of life may have been, he is promised happiness 
hereafter on condition of his giving a handsome 
sum to the Church. To avoid the pains of purga- 
tory, the dying man complies with the demand of 
the priest, and the legacy is secured to the Church 
in legal form. This legacy is never taken by the 
priests, but in all cases a mortgage on the property 
is required, and the interest on the amount of the 
legacy demanded annually. By this method the 
priests, or the Church as they style themselves, have 
obtained mortgages upon nearly all the real estate 
in Mexico; and by their adroit, Jesuitical skill in 
financiering, have secured to themselves an im- 
mense permanent fund, the interest on which is for- 
ever rendered secure by these mortgages upon real 
estate. The whole of this revenue, it appears, is 
now called for by the Government. He then calls 
for a loan of €2,400,000, payable in twelve monthly 
instalments, commencing the 30th of June. The 
Archbishop is called upon to partition the loan 
among the various bodies of the clergy. To this 
demand the Archbishop replied two days after, that 
he had summoned an ecclesiastical convention to 
meet that morning, before whom the matter would 
be laid ; and that he would co-operate to the extent 
of his powers “in a war in which were at stake the 
two precious objects of Mexicans, their independ- 
ence and their religion.” 

The El Republicano of the 21st of May states, on 
authority of the Archbishop doubtless, that the me- 
tropolitan churches could not contribute the #90,- 
000 a month allotted to them, as the total of their 
revenues will fall short of that sum. It also adds 
that the collection of such sums as are assigned to 
the other churches is utterly impracticable in the 
present ruinous state of the tythes and the general 
depreciation of ecclesiastical property. 

If the Church should fail to supply the demand 
thus made upon it, the Government may be under 
the necessity of appropriating to its use some of the 
treasures of the Church which are now lying use- 
less in the shape of gold and silver railings around 
their altars, gold and silver images of the Saviour, 
the Virgin and the apostles. Millions of dollars | 
are now lying useless, and worse than useless in 
this way. It would be a blessing to the Church if 
it were stripped of its revenue and its treasures; | 
and if the present war is of long duration, we think |

Death of Hon. Theodore Dwight. 


We learn from the New York Express that the 
Hon. Theodore Dwiglit departed this life in New 
York at the Residence of his son, Theodore 
Dwight, Jr., on the morning of the 12th inst, aged 


with the exception of a rheumatic affection, which 
caused a lameness in one of his legs, until within a 
few weeks of his death. The death of his wife 
which occurred a short time since, with whom he 
had lived more than half a century, caused a de- 
pression of his spirits, and he had rarely left the 
house since thatevent. He was confined to his 
bed for about two weeks previous to his death dur- 
ing which period he grew weaker and weaker, till 
he expired. During his last illness he was sustain- 
ed in his hopes and confidence, by a merciful Sav- 
iour, enjoying to an unusual degree the consola- 
tions of that religion which had beenthe rule and 
guide of his long life. 

Mr, Dwight was born at Northampton, in 1765, 
During the trying scenes of the Revolution, his 
principal instructor was his mother, his brother 
Timothy Dwight, President of Yale College, being 
absentas Chaplain in the army. At the close of 
the Revolution he commenced the study of law in 
the office of Pierpont Edwards, and on the com- 
pletion of his studies, he settled at Hartford, where 
he soon rose to the head of his profession. About 
this period there resided in Hartford several dis- 
tinguished writers ; among the number were Judge 
Trumbull, author of McFingal, Dr. Samuel Hop- 
kins and some others, who bg their writings obtain- 
ed the cognomen of the Hartford Wits. The 
Echo and Green House, a series of satirical essays 
in verse, appeared originally*in the American Mur- 
cury, and were the joint production of Dwight, 
Hopkins and Alsop. He was a state senator for 
several years, and in 1809 was elected a represent- 
ative to Congress, where he became prominent as 
a speaker and debater, and took a leading part in 
the bill for the suppression of the slave trade. Du 
ring the war of 1812, 15 and 14 he was editor of 
the Connecticut Mirror, aleading Federal paper at 
the time, in which office he was succeeded by 
Wm. L. Stone afterwards editor of the N. Y. Com- 
mercial Advertiser. While Mr. Dwight was edi- 
torof the Mirror, he was elected Secretary of the 
Hartford Convention, and has since published to the 
world ahistory of the proceedings of that famous 
body. In 1815 he commenced the publication of 
the Albany Daily Advertiser, and two years after 
this, in 1817,the New York Daily Advertiser was 
established, of which he continued associate editor 
and proprietor till the great fire in 1835, when he

The 
native chiefs have not been able to protect us ; for 
most of them have been driven from their homes, 
and their towns have been burnt by their enemies 
| from the interior, some of whom are Cannibals.— 
The head war-men, almost without exception, have 
tried rather to obtain ny favor than to injure me.— 
The Cannibals are among my best friends. You 
may ask why ie allthis? One of the head war-meng 
was here the other day and thus explained it. He 
said he was bad enough, but he could not trouble 
us, and if any one should do so, let him go where 
he would, he hevercould be any better, meaning 
that some curse would follow him. He gave as a 
reason, that ‘ we had no business with the war, that 
we no cheat any body, that we no do any body bad, 
that we were God people. 

* The mission is a living witness, that the Gos- 
pel can be introduced among a savage and barbarous 
people without the protection of civilized govern- 
ments. Itis the opinion of many that the cannon 
must go first andthe Gospel follow after. I need 
not say that it isnot my opinion. Let the Gospel 
go first and then there will be no netessity for the 
cannon. 

“ The chiefs are inpatient for the establishment 
of schools. One of the Mendian war-chiefs from 
the interior seems determined that I shall return 
with him and establish a school among his people.” 
__ As that part of the country in whieh the Mission 
's established is quiet now, Mr. R. hopes soon to have 
a school in operation. :

THE COUNTRY SAVED FROM WAR. 


We hasten to lay before our readers the announce- 
ment which has just reached us by Telegraph and 
Locomotive Express, that the Senate has voted, 3c 
to 12, to advise the President to make a Treaty for 
the Settlement of the Oregon Question on the ba 
sis suggested by the British Governmert. 

The terms of the Treaty, though not officially 
announced, are, no doubt, substantially as named 
in previous dispatehes. This is great news, not 
for its bearings alone upon this Country, but upon 
the whole civilized world. 

It is a triumph oftrue Patriotism over selfish and 
brutat Passion of which both Great Britain and the 
United States may well be proud. May no unto- 
ward circumstances prevent the consummation of 
the work so auspiciously begun! The laurels won 
in this contest are unstained by human blood, and 
shall bloom in undying beauty when those achiev- 
ed by War and Carnage are trampled in the dust! 

The great question of the Session is settled.— 
They have saved the Country from a War, and 
secured an honorable adjudication of a much vex- 
ed question. The Senate has given the advice to 
the President by the constitutional majority, and a 
Treaty will immediately be framed on the terms of- 
fered by Great Britain.

YANKEE VALOR. 

New Oncveans, June 5. 

The bark Texidor, Capt. Major, has arrived from 
Tobasco, whence she sailedon the 2@th ult, There 
was a great excitement prevailing there among the 
resident Americans in consequence of the recep- 
tion of an order for an EMBARGO ON ALL 
AMERICAN VESSELS. 

The order came by express from Mexico, and 
was immediately followed by an order for the cap- 
ture of Capt. Major's vessel, and at the same time 
fifty Mexican soldiers were placed in charge of a 
New Orleans schooner. There were 400 Mexican 
soldiers in Tobasco. 

Capt. Major was guarded to his vessel by twenty 
of his friends, and the soldiers were afraid to make 
him prisoner. The schr. Capt. Cox, of New Or- 
leans, was seized and the crew mmprisoned, Sever- 
al English vessels were in port: No American men 
of war were seen by the Texidore.

necessary. He was told by medical advisers that he 
could not live long unless this was dune, and that he 
probably night enjoy life some years if the amputauon 
should take place. For his own sake, probably he felt 
that “ to die would be gain;” but for the sake of his 
wife and friends he felt willing to suffer still more. He 
had no fears of death, he had made his peace with God. 
He was ready tur the worst. Un Saturday, the 3d of 
January he submitted to the vperation with Christian 
fortitude and pious resignation to the will of God. At 
first he seemed to be damg well, and hopes were enter- 
tained of his being pared toae dt least for a season, 
but his case took an unfavorable tutn, and on Monday 
night his unmortal spirit took its fight to the jnvisible 
world. His sufferings were intense. But he neither 
murmured nor complained. When asked by his afflict 
ed wife if he suffered greatly, he replisd, “no tongue 
can tell how much, but I feel that the arms ef Jesus are 
underneath me.” The piety of yur departed brother was 
of the mast unobtrusive kind. Humble and teachable 
as achild. no ont could but feel that he considered him- 
self as a branch plucked from the burning—a monument 
f the mercy of God. 

While his wife mourns the loss of an affecticnate and 
estimable companion, and feels that the remainder of 
her path to the tomb isa lonely ene, and the connee- 
tions all feel the stroke; and the Church greatly miss 
him from the number: ot the faith‘ul; still all must feel 
that their loss is his gain.

The number of known languages now 
spoken in the world, has been estimated at 
3064, The developments of Providence 
are very decisive, that this Babel confusion 
will soon yield to a few leading languages, 
prevailing over vast communities. And 
thus while the steamboat and the railcar 
are bringing the ends of the earth into jux- 
taposition, a well educated man may soon 
be able with ease to traverse the world, and 
‘to converse With aff the inhabitants. 

The Christian Religion, it is atso very 
mamfest must soon be the religion of the 
human family, Waiving the consideration 
of that vital piety, that spiritual renovation 
which Christianity is destined to secre, let 
us first, as philosophical observers, contem- 
plate nominal Christianity, without refer- 
ence to sects, either Protestant ot “Catho- 

ic. Tr is susteptible of demonstration, that 
Slee ibis cal nak 
a atry, and reign andispu- 

Contemplate the past achievements of 
this wonderful moral power. Imperial 
Konre, earth’s mastef and tyrant, with all 
her boasted legions, aud after exhausting 
all her energies in the conflict, fell pros- 
wate before Christianity. From the pal- 
ace of the vanquished Ca&sars the cross was 
unfurled. Even Nero could not build fires 
het enough to burn up the energies of the 

Ci sistian church. Even the wild beasts of 
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the Colliseum, as they tore limb tom limb, 
could not intimidate the followers of Jesus, 
or expel the Christian faith from the world. 
The phitosoplrer has toiled, with unremit- 
ting energy, to undermine the deep foun- 
dations of Christianity ; and the shafts of 
the satirist have fallen harmless from her 
triple snetd. The hostility of earth has 
marshaled every possible power fn every 
possible combination against Christianity, 
and allin vaim When the gorgeous idols 
of Ephesus, when the immortal statuary 
of Athens and of the Pantheon crumble 
from their pedestals, at the approach of 
Christ, canthe miserable feather gods of 
the Pacific, and the mud idols of India re- 
sist his approach? When the Roman em- 
pire, in the pleniunle of its power, exhaust- 
edits energies in bloody persecution in vain, 
is itto be feared that earth can fernish oth- 
er powers of persecution yet more terti- 
ble? 

When we have seen philosophets and 
poets and dramatistsand princes combine, 
with the highest resources of learning and 
wit and wealth, and Christianity steadily 
advancing notwithstanding all their endeav- 
ors, is it to be anticipated that other litera- 
ry oppovents will be able to accomplish 
that which Hume and Gibbon and Voltaire 
nnd Frederic, the conspiring encyclopedists 


‘of Europe, in vain ersayed ? 


Were I an unbeliever in the divine av- 
authority of revealed religion, still, as a 
philosophical observer of cause and effect, 
I am compelled to believe that Christianity 
possesses an inherent energy which will 
make ittriamphant over the world. All 
Europe, with the exception of Turkey, has 
become nominally Chtistian. Every island 
upon ber southern and western coast has 
become Cliristianized. The ‘energies of 
the gospel have extended over the wide 
waves of the Atlantic, and neatly the whole 
of this new world, from the few feeble sav- 
ages wandering over the cliffs of Patagonia, 
to the shive:ing inmutes of the snow hets 
of Greenland, has become nominally Chris- 
tian. Probably, fifty years from this time, 
nota vestige of living heathenism will be 
found on the Amefican continent. All of 
the West India islands are Christianized.— 
And with what miraculous rapidity ts 
Christianity pervading the-islands of the 
Pacific. Where ate the idols of Tahiti, 
Hawaii, Raratonga’? They are in the cabi- 
net of the Missionary Rooms of England and 
America—the trophies of the peaceful 
conquests of Christianity. During the last 
twenty-five years, the groups of the Socie- 
ty and Sandwich Islands, the Austral, Her- 
vey, Vavau and Hapai groups, have all 
thrown away their idols and become Chris- 
tianized, and multitudes of other groups 
are now in rapid progress of change. And 
it is now not probable that an idolater will 
be found upon one of the islands of Poly- 
nesia, in half a century ftom the present 
time. And as Englind sends her influence 
up the rivers of Africa, paganism inevita- 
bly disappears, and Christianity takes her 
place. And in Sottthern Asia, every intel- 
ligent native admits that Brahma and Boodh 
are fast falling into dishonor. Even Jug- 
gernaut himself is disgraced, and at recent 
festivals he could with difficulty rally enough 
votaries todrag his decaying car. 

Christians from England and America 
are gathering the children of both sexes, 
by tens of thousands, into schools—the 
youth into colleges } they are establishing 
churches and the preached gospel, and the 
result isnot problematical. These same 
causes, With vustly mngnified power, must 
soon be operative in evety section of the 
East. The doom of Paganism is sealed. 

And look atthe Mohammedan power, 
once the terror of all the world. Its right 
arm is withered, France with cathedrals is 
supplanting the mosques of Northern Afri- 
ca. England and France and Russia are 
unfurling the cross above the crescent on a 
thousand minarets of the Moslem empire. 
Phe bell of every steamer which ploughs 
the Bosphorus, tolls the knell of Moham- 
med’s power. Eyery Europenn army which 
encamps on the banks of the Indus, or the 
shores of the Caspian, hastens the decay 
of that fearful delusion which was estab- 
lished by arms and by blood. Every ship 
ffom Burope or America, which drops her 
anchor in the Golden Horn, proclaims to 
the disheartened fulluwers of the false pro- 
phet, the intellectual energy which Chris- 
tianity inspires. Every ambassador from 
Europe, and every traveling scholar who 
enters the gates of Constantinople, Shiraz, 
or Teheran, even be he an infidel, is influ- 
ential, in the overruling providence of God, 
in undermining the foundations of Moham- 
med’s reign. 

And when we add to all this the perse- 
vering and sleepless ¢eal of Christian 
missionaries, kindling, with the accompany- 
ing aids of the Holy Spirit, the fires of de- 
votion—of spiritual renovation, in ten thou- 
sand hearts, we cannot dotibt that the delu- 
sions of Mohammed will soon follow the 
idolatries of Greece and Rome to utter ob- 
livion, and the Christian religion will extend 
without a rival over the habitable globe. 
And when all hearts shall be brougbt an- 
der the spiritual influence of te religion 
of Christ; when all men shall be truly 
boro again of the Holy Spirit; when all 
wrong shall cense, and the ties of brother- 
hood shall be universally recognized, then 
will this world agnin appear as it did on that 
bright morning when, at ite birth, all the 
sons of God shouted together for joy. 

This general outline may lead to investi- 
gation and thotght to fill up its details; it 
may deepen the reader’s interest in observ- 
ing the signs of the times—those wonder- 
ful developments which are ever opening 
around us in the nineteenth century. And 
his heart must be indeed cold, and his faith 
must be indeed wenk, whois not animated 
by these views to redoubled exertions in 
diffusing a spiritual Christianity throughout 
this agitated world, And now, when God 
is overruling the speculations of the closet, 


of the artisan, the policy of cabinets, the, 
tramp of atmies,to tsher in the glories of the 
millennial day, let not the sacramental host 
of God’select sleep. When God is com 
pelling the toil even of the atheist and the 
infidel to be subjected to Christ, elevating 
the valley and depressing the motntain for 
Messiah to ride triumphant in the charict 
of patetnal deity, Oh! may the Christian 
be awake to the signs of the times, and be 
true to his privileges and his responsibili- 
ties.

Every family ought to have a wetkly te- 
ligious newspaper. It isan ill way, too, 
to borrow, for that is cheating the printer. 
The small subscription price will make no 
man pooref, but richer—«richer in tempo- 
rals, but much more in spiritwals.

It furnishes Sun- 
day reading of a pure character. It gives 
a higher tone to the conversation of the ta- 
ble and the fiteside. A clergyman can tell 
at once, by their zeal, interest and intelli- 
gence, the households in his parish that are 
blessed by such a weekly mtsstnget of 
truth and salvation.—Christian World.

Brilliant Whitewash, 

Much is said of the brilliant stucco 
whitewash, on the east of the President’s 
house at Washington. 

The following is a receipt for making it, 
with some additional improvements learn- 
ed by experiment. Take a half a bushel 
of nice,unslacked lime, slack it with boiling 
water, covering it during the process to 
keep in the steam. Strain the liquor thro’ 
a fine seive or strainer, and add to it a peck 
of clean salt, previously dissol¥ed in warm 
water; three pounds of ground rice, 
ground to a thin paste and stirred and boil- 
ed hot; half a potind of powdered Span- 
ish Whiting, aud a pound of clean glue, 
which has been previously dissolved by first 
soaking it well, and then hanging it over a 
slow fire, ina small kettle, within a large 
one filled with water. Add five gallons of 
hot water tothe whole mixture; stir it well; 
let it stand a few days covered from the 
dirt. It should be put on quite hot; for 
this purpose it can be kept in akettle on a 
portable furnace. It is said that about one 
pint of this mixture will cover a square 
yard upon the outside of a house if prop- 
erly applied. Brushes more or less small 
may be used, according to the nentness of 
the job required. It retains its  brillianey 
for many years. There is nothing of the 
kind that will compare with it either for in- 
side or outside walls. Coloring matter may 
be put in and made of any shade you like.
